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Confusion On Highways

Gov. Frank Morrison has said that he 
will rest on his record in his bid for re- 
election on Nov. 6. In the matter of high­ 
ways, it is a little difficult to understand 
what the record is but the voter has a good 
way of making up his mind on this subject 
—just drive Nebraska highways. If that 
doesn’t convince you, then listen to the 
cries you hear along the length and breadth 
of this state—cries for roads to get farmers 
to market, people out of the dust and cities 
into step with the times. 
Look at Lincoln with only one lousy 
connection to the Interstate and then 
a 
little more thought to 
this situation. Accord­ 
ing to officials in the 
state, Lincoln has four 
connections to the In­ 
terstate and this is a good example of the 
mathematical boondoggling that goes on in 
highway matters. Do you call the Waverly, 
Highway 77 and Air Base interchanges in­ 
terstate connections to Lincoln'’ 


One Interstate 
Connection 


We sure 
don’t but the state does, despite the fact 
that they provide an indirect and congested 
entrance into the city. .Not a single one of 
those three connections represent, outside 
of the interchange itself which is a part of 
the Interstate, the expenditure of a single 
penny to get traffic in or out of Lincoln. 
Then, we have the statement of .1. R. 
McBride, chairman of the State Highway 
Advisory Commission, who says: “ (Fred) 
Seaton has said that $.'50 million of federal 
funds are lying unused. This is an absolute 
falsehood.” father McBride or the Federal 
Bureau of Public Roads is wrong as the 
latter in its reports shows that Nebraska 
has some $30 million available to It and 
unobligated, even though a substantial 
amount of it consists of funds that became 
available after July 1, 1962. 
And McBride goes on: “ Seaton has said 
that Nebraska ranks 49th in miles of hard- 
surfaced highways. This is an absolute 
falsehood.” Right again, Mr. McBride; the 
figure is a falsehood. According to State 
Engineer John Hossack, we rank only 46th 
or 47th. And Mr. McEiride says that Ne­ 
braska “ is a model for all other states” 
with its highway program. 


★ 
There are a multitude of other things 
to talk about. According to Governor Mor­ 
rison and State Engineer John Hossack, we 
could finish our Interstate, if we continued 
at the present rate of doing things, more 
than two years ahead of schedule. Yet, the 
Federal Bureau of Public Roads figures 
show we haven’t yet obligated all our fiscal 
1962 Interstate money—money that became 
available to use from July 1, 1961 through 
June 30, 1%2. The real fact is that it is next 
to impossible to fully document the exact 
status of the Nebraska highway program. 
The state can refute federal figures in one 
way or another or interpret them as it wants

rison and McBride have done. The gover­ 
nor has consistently done this kind of thing 
in every case where his so-called program 
has been challenged. 
What we believe the people of Nebraska 
should do is look at their highways, drive 
them and listen to the complaints and then 
decide whether Governor Morrison has 
pulled the highway program together and 
gotten it into high gear, as McBride says 
he has. I>ook at the fact that our progress 
of achievement In dustless surface roads 
is painfully slow. I..ook at the fact that the 
state refuses to add a single mile of new 
highway because of the current slow rate 
of progress on what it has on the existing 
svstem. 
Look at the fact that we have ranchers 
in the western part of the state crying for 
an east-west route so they can take their 
cattle to Nebraska markets, keep their busi­ 
ness a part of the Nebraska economy rath­ 
er than delivering it all to Colorado and 
other western points. I^ok at the fact that 
we run our tourists over the most God­ 
forsaken roads in the nation to get them 
to historic and interesting points of interest.

Victory In Principle 


Congressional action on the administra­ 
tion’s tax proposals has been generally 
accepted as an administration defeat espe­ 
cially in respect to the requests for stiffen 
control of business expense deductions, and 
withholding taxes on corporate dividends. 
This black and white appraisal is a con­ 
venient one for the news commentators, 
but it lacks precision. 
A .study of the new tax law reveals 
that the administration may have suffered 
a reverse in terms of method, but it rather 
well prevailed in principle. 
Business expense deductions are still 
permitted, but the new legislation gives the 
revenue department effective weapons to 
prevent abuses. The burden, henceforth, 
will be on the business to prove in detail 
that the expenses are legitimate. What 
can’t be proved beyond a doubt can’t be 
deducted. A lavish trip will have to name 
who went on it and how much of it actually 


pertained to business. A hunting lodge used 
10 per cent of the time for business' pur­ 
pose is not apt to be deductible. Other 
forms of entertainment may qualify for a 
deduction but only to the extent they per­ 
tained to actual business. 
There is enough teeth in the law, if 
adequately applied, to largely eliminate tax 
abuse. And there is enough flexibility in it 
to cover more innovations than the admin­ 
istration could contemplate by its more 
rigid requests. 
Moreover, the requirement for record­ 
ing income tax account numbers upon re­ 
ceipt of dividend checks may turn out to 
be a better method for capturing unlisted 
income than the withholding method. In 
these days of rapid processing of items by 
machine methods Internal Revenue can 
process tax returns and dividend accounts 
at the same time with immediate informa­ 
tion on discrepancies.

Instead of accepting th e 
peace feeler, Nehru ordered 
Indian troops into the disput­ 
ed area—using Russian heli­ 
copters. 
This infuriated the Chinese 
and they ordered a mass at­ 
tack—with disastrous conse­ 
quences to India. 


Previously, the Russian- 
Chinese split had b e e n wid­ 
ened by Moscow’s offer to 
sell MIG-21’s to the Indian 
government at the identical 
time China was fighting In­ 
dia. This was the first time 
in communist history that a 
communist country s i d e d 
against another communist 
country in case of war or 
threatened war. 
It had been known that the 
gap between the Red China 
and Moscow had been grow­ 
ing for some time, but few 
observers realized how seri­ 
ous it had become until the 
Soviet pulled all its techni­ 
cians out of China approxi­ 
mately one year ago. .About 
3,000 of them returned home. 
Since that time the Peking 
radio has been so critical of 
the Russians that Moscow is 
reported jamming its broad­ 
casts to the Russian people

We know — as obviously 
you do — that the creation 
of “ antibodies” in the blood 
protect us against the inva­ 
sion of many kinds of germs. 
This is 
the

which we base all vaccina­ 
tions, whether for smallpox, 
flu, whooping cough, tetanus 
or whatever. 
We know that many of 
these immunities last a long 
time. Smallpox vaccination 
gives protection for a matter 
of years. Hu vaccine tapers 
off more rapidly. 
.Now, how does (to stick 
to smallpox) immunity re­ 
main for such a long time? 
The blood itself, like Hie oth­ 
er cells in our bodies, is con­ 
stantly being replaced. A 
blood transfusion, for exam­ 
ple, lasts for a relatively 
short time, because the red 
cells are known to survive 
for something like three or 
four months after which they 
are discarded and new ones 
are formed to replace them. 
Yet immunity r e m a i n s 
many times as long. Why? 
Because immunity is created 
by, contact with small sam­ 
ples of whatever we have to 
protect against. The chemi­ 
cal cells of our bodies, wheth- 


er blood or other tissues, re­ 
act chemically. 
Loss of some blood, in an 
operation or otherwise, does 
not eliminate the traces of 
substances which induce cre­ 
ation of antibodies, or pro­ 
tective substances. 
Immunity is not lost or 
“ diluted” by transfusions. In 
fact, the opposite can be 
true. New antibodies are apt 
to be contributed by a trans- 
•fusion, so the patient gains 
but does not lose. 
True, immunity can and 
does fade, but it is not be­ 
cause of transfusions. T h e 
exact whys and wherefores 
are not clear, and may well 
be so complicated, when we 
finally learn all the story, 
that it will take a book to 
explain them. For the pres­ 
ent let’s just be content with 
knowing what happens even 
if we can only surmise the 
why. Blood transfusions will 
not destroy the immunities 
you possess.

Democrat Ralph Harlan opposes former 
GOP Comtnissioner Del Lienemann in the 
only race this year for the county board. 
The question between the two is not so 
much one of Lienemann’s liabilities as it is 
Harlan’s proven assets. Lienemann served 
conscientiously when he was on the board 
but progress by the board during Harlan’s 
term has been even more pronounced. 
In recent years the board has taken 
on a character and sense of responsibility 
that it never had before. It has been a 
long time since the board has engaged in 
the kind of back-room politics for which it 
was notorious in prior years. This improved 
situation could be expected to be continued 
if Harlan is re-elected to the board. 
In the past four years the county has 
instituted such programs as the investment 
of idle funds, improved jail facilities, free 


library service to rural residents and a 
special one-half mill annual levy for county 
road improvements. It has also done a 
creditable Job in pushing the new convales­ 
cent care hospital, in cooperating with the 
city on industrial development and other 
projects, in providing facilities for the new 
juvenile court and in maintaining a modest 
tax for the general fund. 
Harlan’s strength is to be found in the 
comparative as well as actual progress that 
the county has made over the past four 
years. It would seem that the present stat­ 
us of the county board is one which the 
voters would not care to have disrupted. 
Harlan has proven himself to be an under­ 
standing, able and cooperative commission­ 
er and this is what is needed if the county 
is to be a constructive influence on the 
people it is charged with serving.

A critic 
could say at this juncture that the UN has 
failed to prove itself. But a friend could 
jx)int to the fact that the very survival and 
increasing establishment of it proves that 
it can thrive in an inimical envii-onment 
and. therefore, it is truly a part of the 
wave of the future. It is the environmant 
that is yielding, not the determination for 
a world which can live on a more reason­ 
able and secure level. 
One thing is significant about the 
No nation has abandoned it. The new na­ 
tions uniformly want membership in it. To­ 
day it is more than 100 nations strong. In­ 
ternational desire makes it a necessity. 
The failures and the achievements of 
the UN to date are something that can be 
reduced to an audit. But that is not to the 
point. What is more significant is that it 
represents an idea. The idea is expressing 
itself in other ways. The transformation of 
post-war Europe into an economic commu­ 
nity in which former adversaries cooperate 
to their mutual profit with new good will 
is an example. The dissolution of colonial­ 
ism and the elevation of formerly subject 
people to national, independent status is 
another form of expression. 
l^fly ideas are always hard to come 
by. But it can be safely said that the idea 
represented by UN will outlast all of the 
nations which chose to fight it.

To 
put it another way, the ma­ 
jority should rule. Our stale 
constitutions, without excep­ 
tion, base the representation 
in their legislatures on this 
principle. In many states, 
representation is unjust be­ 
cause those states h a v e 
failed to reapportion after 
each federal census, but the 
principle that the majority 
should rule is an accepted 
one. 
When we study national 
history, we see a peculiar­ 
ity. As we know, the Con­ 
stitutional Convention of 1787 
was deadlocked over th e 
principle of majority rule. 
The smaller states were in 
despair over the prospects 
of it. Not until the (jreat 
Compromise was there har­ 
mony in that convention, 
and that compromise was 
representation in the House 
by population alone, and 
equal representation in the 
Senate. The smaller states 
then felt as if they had a 
fighting chance and went 
home to shape up better 
state governments. 
Now, the pecularity was 
this. The protection for the 
minority, as built into our 
national 
Constitution, 
was 
never considered in any of 
our state constitutions. 
If 
minorities within a nation 
need protection, surely there 
are minorities within a state 
that need it, too. . 
In our coming election, the 
citizens of Nebraska will be 
offered an up-to-date reap­ 
portionment plan—the first 
in our nation. Let’s keep 
Nebraska up in front.

TEXT OF PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTIONAL

Be it ena cted b y the p eo p le

election in Nov ember, 19 6 2, there 
shall be submitted to the electors 
of the State of Nebraska for ap­ 
prov al the following amendment 
to Article III, section 5, of the 
Constitution of Nebraska, which 
is hereby proposed by the Legis­ 
lature; 
“ Sec. 5. At the regular 
session of tbe Legislature 
held in the y ear nineteea 
hundred and thirty -fiv e 
the Legislature shall by 
law determine the number 
of members to be elected 
and div ide the state into 
legislativ e districts. In the 
creation of such districts, 
any county that contains 
population sufficient to 
entitle it to two or more 
members of the Legisla­ 
ture shall be div ided into 
separate and distinct legis­ 
lativ e districts, as nearly 
equal in population as 
may be and corap«3sed of 
contiguous and compact 
territory . After the crea­ 
tion of such districts, be­ 
ginning in nineteen hun­ 
dred and thirty -six and 
ev ery two y ears there­ 
after, one member of the 
L egislature shall be 
elected from each such 
district.
